REPORT TO THE SECRETARY OF THE BOARD OF 
AGRICULTURE AND FISHERIES. 

I beg to submit Part III. of the Agricultural Statistics for 1909, 
containin' 1 ’ information relating to the Prices of Agricultural Produce, the 
Supplies of Live Stock, and the Imports and Exports of Agricultural 
Commodities. 


Prices of Corn. 

The most striking feature of the year’s prices was the average of 
36s. lid. for wheat, being the highest recorded -for any year since 1891. 
For 18 consecutive weeks the price was returned above 40s., and for a 
fortnight it rose as high as 44s. 9 d. The range of price was, however 
unusually wide, the lowest weekly average being 31s. 4 d. The course of 
wheat prices during the year appears to afford an illustration of the 
sensitiveness of the markets to any disturbance of the normal flow ol 
supplies. The total oversea supplies of wheat and flour during the 
12 months were larger than in the previous year, while the home crops 
both of 1908 and 1909 were over-average. But a marked deficiency in 
supplies from the United States led to a clearance of the home crop of 
1908 early in 1909, and although Russian, Indian, and Australian supplies 
made up the deficiency eventually, it was only under the impulse of a 
substantial rise of price ill the summer that sufficient were forthcoming. 
British wheat growers did not benefit to the extent that the rise in the 
year’s average might suggest, owing to the fact that the higher prices of 
the year occurred mainly during the months when practically the whole of 
the home crop had left the growers’ hands. Mucli of the crop of 1909 also 
which was placed on the markets soon after harvest was very deficient in 
condition, and in little more than six rveeks the average price of British 
wheat fell by about 10s. per quarter. To this fact may be attributable, 
in some degree, the lower average price returned for British wheat than 
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that for imported wheat as indicated by the declared values, though the 
main reason probably is that whereas all grades of wheat, including that 
sold for poultry-feeding, are represented in the average for the home 
crop, imported wheat is largely graded and selected for the British market. 
It is of some interest to compare the average values of British, Foreign, 
and Indian aud Colonial wheat per quarter for recent years as in the 
following table : —

In every year British wheat has been lower in price than foreign, on 
the average, and in all but two years lower than Indian and Colonial. 
In 12 years Indian and Colonial wheat has had the highest average, and 
in nine years foreign has been highest. 

In the first week of J909 the Gazette average of British wheat was 
32«. per quarter, but prices at once moved upward, and by the end of 
January 335. was reached. During February and March the weekly 
average advanced by 35., although farmers’ deliveries were then unusually 
heavy for the time of the year. The price rose rapidly in April and 
reached 425. 5d. in the first week of May. After a fall to 405. 9 d. a 
further advance to 435. 1 d. was recorded by the beginning of June. 
Then came another slight fall, but with exhausted supplies the price 
increased steadily until 445. 9 d. was returned in the first weeks of 
August. The new British crop was late in coming on to the market, 
owing to the delay in harvesting and threshing caused by wet weather, 
and it was not until the second week of September that any substantial 
quantity was returned at the statutory markets. By that time the 
average price had fallen to 345. 11 d. and by mid-October it had receded 
to the lowest weekly price of the year (315. 4rf.). There was some 
recovery towards the end of the year, and in December the average 
exceeded 335. per quarter, or fully 15. per quarter higher than at the 
close of the previous year. 

The average price of barley for the year was 265. 10 d., or 15. higher 
than iu 1908. In the first week of 1909 it was 265. Id. per quarter, and 
the value rose until 285. 4^. was reached in March. With diminishing

quantities offered the average price fluctuated from week to week during 
the summer, with a downward tendency. After mid-September the new 
crop eame forward with the average at 26s. 5(7. per quarter, and the price 
rose gradually up to the end of October, when it reached 27 s. 9 d. From 
this point a steady decline in value set in, and for the week ended 
Christmas Day an average of only 25s. 2d. was returned. 

Oats averaged 18s. 11(7. per quarter for the year, being Is. 1 d. above 
1908. At the beginning of the year the average was 17s. 4 d. per quarter, 
and prices steadily rose until 22s. 11(7. was returned at the beginning of 
August. No higher weekly price has been recorded since 1902, and 
prior to that, since 1885. From this maximum the price dropped quickly 
to 16s. 11(7. at mid-October, and at the end of the year had returned to 
the same level as at the beginning. 

The total quantity of wheat returned as sold in 1909 was 2,641,000 
quarters, or 652,000 quarters less than in 1908. The quantity of barley, 
2,700,000 quarters, is the smallest hitherto returned from the 190 towns 
scheduled since 1901 under the Corn Returns Act, while the quantity of 
oats, 906,000 quarters, was the lowest returned since 1902. The reason 
of these diminutions would appear to be found partly in the earlier date of 
the 1908 harvest and the rather better condition of the crop of that 
year, owing to which larger quantities were put on the market in the 
autumn of 1908, when the prices, at least for wheat and barley, were 
relatively favourable, and partly in the protracted character of the 1909 
harvest and the damp condition of the corn crops when reaped, as a 
result of which threshings were postponed and the marketing of a larger 
proportion than usual of the crop was delayed until after the end of the 
year. 

Table 53, compiled from the fiars prices of corn in each county of 
Scotland furnished by the Clerk of Teinds, shows higher average prices 
for wheat in all counties except Kinross. The greatest rise was from 
'60s. to 375. 6(7. per quarter in Dumfriesshire. The prices struck for 
barley were lower in 21 counties and higher in 9. In 22 counties the 
average fiars prices for oats were higher thau in 1908 and in nine 
lower. 

The average price of bread per 4-lb. loaf in different districts of Great 
Britain at four dates in the year, which is given in Table 56, shows that 
the price in 1909 was, on the average, about d . higher than in 1908 
and |(7. higher than in 1907. 

Return of Market Prices. 

The scope of the weekly Return of Market Prices was extended in 
1909 by the inclusion of Basingstoke, Nottingham, Preston, 1 ruro, 
Wellington (Salop), and Tregaron among the live stock markets from 
which reports are regularly received. Reports were also obtained of the 
special store stock sales held at Canterbury, Northampton, Llanybyther, 
and Forfar. Fuller information of the wholesale prices of milk in 
London was obtained by adding weekly reports on the trade at 
Paddington (G.W.R.) and Waterloo (L. & S.W.R.) stations. Reports 
on the fruit and vegetable market of Manchester and on the potato trade 
in the Doncaster and Ormskirk districts were also included in the Return. 

From the weekly returns are compiled a series of tables showing the 
monthly averages for a large number of agricultural commodities during 
the year. These records also afford material for tracing the fluctuations 
in prices over recent years, and the following diagrams represent the 
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course of monthly values at the markets during the past live years. In 
the first diagram the three upper curves show the variations in the price 
of meat, and the lower curve shows the “ index number,” as calculated 
by Mr. Sauerbeck, of all commodities over the same period.

It will be noticed from the lower curve that prices of commodities 
generally rose steadily during 1905 and 1906 to a maximum in 
May 1907, when they fell rapidly, until the early part of 1909, 
when a slight recovery was exhibited. Meat prices, however, appear 
to have moved independently of prices generally. While all prices 
were rising, up to 1907, there was, apart from seasonal fluctuations, 
no very marked discrepancy, and it might be said that the price of 
meat was fairly consistent with the general cost of living. Artei 
the middle of 1907 there was a distinct discrepancy, beef and pork being 
relatively high, and mutton in the latter half of 1908 and in 1909 low, in 
comparison with other articles. The period shown is too short to afford 
grounds for generalisation, but there is an indication that, except foi 
mutton, meat prices tended to rise in 1908 and 1909 not only absolutely, 
but, what is more significant, relatively to the general level, of prices. 
The indication is, however, so slight that no confident deduction can be 
made from it. The upper curve, representing the price of mutton, is 
clearly abnormal. The extraordinary fall from March 1908 to March 
1909 with a slight recovery in May and June of the latter year, followed 
by a still greater decline, was exceptional and must be referred to later. 
The curve representing the price of beef pursues a much more regulai 
course. In each year there is a rise in the summer representing the time, 
slightly earlier or later, according to season, when the supplies of stall- 
fed beasts come to an end, followed by a sharp drop when grass-fed beasts 
come into the markets, a steady decline to the lowest values of the 
year in October and November and a recovery for the Christmas trade m 
December. It will be noted that the price reached a much higher pom 
and did not fall so low in the three later years as in 1905 and 1906. I he 
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normal course of prices for pork is almost tlie reverse of that of beef, 
being low in the summer and high in the winter, but in this case also the 
year 1909 shows special characteristics. 

Some further light is thrown on the recent course of prices as 
affecting farmers by the following diagram, which gives the monthly 
averages of cheese, butter, and wheat for the same period.

Here, however, less disturbance is exhibited. The upper curve, repre- 
senting the price of cheese, after the rise in 1906 fell in the autumn of 
1907 to a level which has since been fairly maintained. The price of 
butter— which is that of English butter sold in a number of markets 
throughout the country — shows marked regularity from year to year, with 
a minimum in summer and a maximum in winter. Ihe lower curve for 
wheat is specially noticeable, but the rise in the summer of 1909, which 
it so prominently exhibits, has already been referred to. 

Prices and Supplies of Live Stock and Meat. 

The diagrams given above serve to show that the year 1909 was 
distinguished by somewhat abnormal variations in the price of meat. In 
the previous year the high price of beef had excited a good deal of 
attention,. and notwithstanding the fall in the price of mutton which 
seriously disturbed British hock-owners — the alarm of the consuming 
public with regard to the future of their meat supplies, still continued 
more or less actively throughout 1909. It may, therefore, he useful to 
summarise as concisely as possible the available statistics relatiug to the 
prices and supplies of meat in this country. A comparison of prices for 
an extended period is difficult, owing partly to the deficiency of con- 
secutive official returns for earlier years, and partly to the difficulty of 
presenting, in a few figures, a fair average of a number of different 
varieties and qualities of meat. The following table gives, in triennial 
averages, the prices per cwt. of what may be regarded for compaiative 
purposes as a fairly accurate record of the course of prices of cattle, beef, 
sheep, mutton, and bacon for the past 30 years, the prices for 1909 
separately being added at the foot of the table. 
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The prices for cattle and sheep are per cwt. estimated carcase weight, 
compiled from the reports of the Metropolitan Cattle Market. For 
English beef and mutton the prices are compiled from returns from 
London, Liverpool, and Glasgow. For Irish bacon the record of contract 
prices in London given in Table 72 is adopted. For all imports the prices 
are the average declared values.

The high price of beef and the low price of mutton in 1909 are 
evident in this comparison, but an examination of the triennial averages 
tends to check hasty generalisation from the record of a single year. 
For the three years 1907-9 the price of beef was on the whole little, if 
any, higher than in 1901-3, and was at a markedly lower level than in the 
early “ eighties.” One prominent fact is the steady decline in the average 
value of imported beef, which may be taken to represent, on the whole, 
the supplies which reach the poorer classes of the community. ^ A 
similar tendency is noticeable in the case of imported mutton. Not- 
withstanding the unusually low price of mutton in 1909, the average for 
the three years 1907-9 was fairly satisfactory when compared with the 
level of prices during the “ nineties,” and it is only in the case of imported 
bacon that values appear to have risen beyond any recent experience. 

If we take a shorter period it is possible to examine the course of 
annual prices a little more closely as the returns for various classes and 
qualities of meat are available in detail from the Board’s weekly Return 
of Market Prices. For the five years 1905-9 average prices per cwt. for

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It appears that the price of beef generally did not appreciably rise in 
1909 above the level reached in the previous year, hut that values were 
fully maintained. On the other hand the fall in all classes of mutton was 
very marked. 

Turning now to the statistics of supply, the following table summarises 
the receipts from oversea, during each of the past five years, of beef, 
mutton, and pig-meat respectively. In the case of beef the imports 
of live cattle (excluding those from the Channel Islands), with their 
estimated carcase weight, are separately shown : —

The total imports of beef in the two latter years of the period were 
considerably smaller than in the three years 1905-7, and the deficiency, 
assuming home supplies to be stationary, would suffice to account for the 
rise in prices shown in the previous table. It may be noted that whereas 
in 1908 the number of live cattle fell off without any compensating 
increase in the imports of beef ; in 1909, on the other hand, the decline 
in live imports was more than counter-balanced by the increase in beef, 
which reached the highest total on record. The total imports of mutton 
were also larger in 1909 than in any previous year, notwithstanding the 
practical disappearance of the trade in live sheep. Imports of pig-meat, 
on the other hand, showed a remarkable decline and, indeed, fell to a 
smaller total than in any year since 1895. 

For home supplies of meat there are at present no official data, 
although in their absence use has frequently been made of the estimates 
which I laid before the Royal Statistical Society in 1903. I hope before 
long that the information now being collected and tabulated by the 
Board will afford a still more satisfactory basis for such calculations in 
the future. But in any case, as all estimates of this nature must 
necessarily be founded on the returns of stock collected in June each 
year, it will be very difficult to measure the quantity of home-produced 
meat coming into consumption in a calendar year. It is, however, 
possible to obtain an index of the plentifulness or scarcity of home 
supplies from year to year from the returns of the number of stock 
exposed for sale at the 39 markets throughout Great Britain, for which 
the entries have been reported weekly during the past five years in the 
Board’s Return of Market Prices. The numbers of fat stock entering 
these markets have been as follows : —

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It appears that when prices of heef rose in 1907 imports had fallen 
off hut home supplies increased. In the following year there was not 
only a further decline of imports, but there was also an apparent diminu- 
tion of home supplies and prices rose very considerably. In 1909, 
imports slightly increased and home supplies also increased, but the 
additional quantities — with of course a constant increase of demand 
owinv to the growing population — were not sufficient to prevent a slight 
rise in price for better qualities. There is little doubt that although a 
check in supplies from any one source may occasion temporary scarcity, 
the higher level of price speedily attracts increased supplies from other 
quarters and stimulates home production, so that the markets rapidly tend 
to re-adjust themselves to altered circumstances. The fall in the price of 
mutton in 1909 is readily accounted for by reference to the figures of 
imports and home supplies, both of which increased considerably. The 
cause of the increase in the price of pork is equally evident in the 
reduction by over 1J million cwts. in the imports of pig-meat. There 
was also a slight decline in home supplies of pigs, as compared with 1908, 
but they were nevertheless more plentiful apparently than in either 1905 

or 1906. . 

Returns, not only of fat stock, but also of stores, are obtained weekly 
bv the Board from their market reporters, and for 1909 and the two 
previous years the figures from 51 markets in Great Britain were available. 
They will be found in detail for each month of 1909 in Tables 85-90. 
The following table gives a quarterly summary : —

The seasonal variations in the supplies both of fat and store stock are 
indicated in this table, and are still more evident if the figures for each 
month are examined. 

The receipts of fat cattle from Ireland, shown m Table 96, numbered 
266,000 in 1909, as compared with 259,000 in 1908 and 292,000 in 190/. 
The number of stores shipped, though 23,000 less than in 1908, was, 
except for that year, the largest since 1903. The shipments of calves 
were also fewer than in 1908. Supplies both of sheep and lambs were 
substantially larger, amounting to 871,000 or more than in any year since 
1902, when 1,056,000 were shipped. Of the 431,000 sheep sent from 
Ireland in 1909, 407,000 (94 per cent.) were classed as fat. The receipts 
of pigs (327,000) were the smallest recorded for over 20 years — another 
contributory factor to the rise in bacon and pork prices. 

Weighing of Live Stock. 

The returns under the Markets and Fairs (Weighing of Cattle) Act, 
viven in Tables 94 and 95, show at the markets scheduled no material 
change. The practice of weighing still prevails largely in Scotland, the 
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North of England, and the West Midlands, but it appears to extend but 
slowly elsewhere. In London, for example, there was a distinct decline in 
the number and proportion of fat cattle weighed in 1909 as compared 
with 1908. There is, however, some reason to believe from reports 
reaching the Board, though not affecting these returns, that the practice 
crows in favour among farmers in those districts where it has been 
introduced. The extreme tenacity with which old practices are adhered 
to by the agricultural community has, however, never been better 
exemplified than in the very slow progress that the practice of selling by 
live weight has made in England. 

Prices of Dairy Produce. 

The monthly average prices of milk throughout the year in London, 
Manchester, Birmingham, Edinburgh, and Glasgow are shown in 
Table 64, those at Paddington and Waterloo Stations in London being 
given for the last three months only. Both in 1908 and 1909 the 
prices quoted for Liverpool Street and Stratford Stations (G.E.R.) were 
somewhat higher than those at Euston, King’s Cross, and St. Pancras 
Stations (L. & N.W., G.N., and M. Railways), while for the short time 
for which prices at Paddington and Waterloo Stations are available, the 
position held by them is intermediate between those of the other two 
groups. The average prices quoted for the English cities exclude 
“ week-end ” rates, which are usually much higher than the rates current 
on other days of the week. 

The course of milk prices in England in 1909 took a sharp upward 
turn in the last two months of the year, and quotations were then 
markedly higher than at the corresponding period in 1908, and double 
those returned for June 1909, when prices were at a minimum. In 
Glasgow milk sold for slightly more in the wholesale trade in 1909 than 
in 1908, but rates in Edinburgh were, on the whole, a trifle lower, and 
varied very little from month to month. 

The exceptionally high level of prices for butter which characterised 
1908 was not maintained in 1909, although values for most varieties were 
still above the average of recent years. The following table shows the 
general course of prices for first quality butter and cheese of the kinds 
named during the past six years : —

Prices of butter in 1909 reverted practically to the level of 1906. 
The fall in the price of imported butters in 1909 was, however, even 
more marked than the table above given would suggest. It will be 
noticed that Danish butter showed a drop of only 3s. per cwt., while 
New Zealand butter fell by 6s. 6 cL. per cwt. The decline amounted to 
8s. per cwt. for Australian and Argentine butter, 6s. 6 d. for Canadian, 
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and 65 . for Russian. Irish creamery butter fell by 4s. 6d. per cwt. 
and Irish factory butter by 5s. per cwt. The fall of 2d. per dozen lbs. 
in the case of British butter was therefore small in comparison with 
that experienced by its rivals. The prices of British butter as compiled 
from the Board’s weekly returns are not strictly comparable, except as 
between one year and another, with those of other classes. Irish and 
imported butters are sold in bulk on the wholesale markets, whereas 
British butter is largely sold in local markets direct by the producers 
to the retailers. In the one case, therefore, reports from a few of the 
large markets such as London, Liverpool, Bristol, and . Glasgow fully 
represent the course of trade, but for British butter it is necessary 
to arrange for reports from a number of country markets in different 
districts. Allowing for this difference and expressing the value per dozen 
lbs. in the equivalent per cwt. it is of interest to note how the price of 
British butter of first and second quality compares with the price of its 
nearest rivals, viz., Irish creamery and Danish butters.

British butter sold in the country markets at per dozen lbs. clearly 
makes more money than its rivals. The much wider difference in value 
between first and second quality in the case of British butter than in 
Irish or Danish butter indicates, perhaps, that comparative lack ot 
uniformity which is commonly alleged as a fault of the home product. 

The prices of home-produced cheese improved slightly in 1909. At 
the Chester, Nantwich, and Whitchurch cheese fairs Cheshire cheese 
recovered the fall of 3s. per cwt. which occurred in 1908. Best Cheddar 
cheese also slightly improved in price, but Canadian cheese declined 
Is. per cwt. on the year. 

Prices of Wool. 

In 1909 British wool partly recovered from the decline in price which 
took place in the previous year, and although the year’s average did not 
attain the level, very satisfactory to sheep farmers, of 1905-1907, P rlces 
of all descriptions mounted steadily as the year progressed, and the 
quotations ruling in the closing months of 1909 showed, no sign or an 
abatement in market values. The monthly average prices of wool at 
Bradford (Table 82) show an advance of about Id. per lb. between 
January and December for Lincoln, Leicester, Yorkshire, and Lotting 
ham washed hogg wool, but larger increases occurred for the following 
descriptions of washed hogg wool : Kent and Hampshire (2 -r/l.), 

North (2|d.), Irish (2d.). 

The average prices of wool realised at the country sales trom dune to 
October are given in Table 81. Trade was generally brisk and all lots 
were cleared, prices all round making a satisfactory advance. 
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Prices of I-Iops. 

The weekly average prices of hops at the London Borough Market 
are given in Table 80 for the months of October, November, and 
December 1909. Unfavourable weather in September delayed picking, 
<mf i verv little trade was done in new hops in London until the last week 
of the month, when the chief feature of the trade was the heavy purchases 
by German buyers of green hops at prices ranging from 110*. to 130*. 
oer cwt A limited but firm trade in yearling and old hops was reported 
during the month. The shortage of the new erops encouraged growers to 
hold their stocks, while reports from America and the Continent of small 
yields also strengthened the market. October opened with an active 
trade, German buyers still operating Values advanced and the follow- 
ing prices per cwt. were obtained : — East and Mid Kents, 1^0*. to 180*. , 
Weald of Kents, 120*. to 168*.; Sussex, 110*. to 150*.; tarnhams, 
130*. to 175*. ; Worcesters, 140*. to 180*. The top prices quoted are two 
or three times as high as at the same period of 1908, and the minimum 
prices are four or five times as high. The very great variation as between 
the two seasons illustrates the price fluctuations to which the hop 
industry is subject. During October 1909 the general demand was 
maintained and prices were firmer. By the 27th of that month it was 
estimated that fully two-thirds of the new crop was in the hands ot the 
merchants, and the practical clearance of choice lots rased the value ot 
medium qualities. In November the demand for new hops was steadily 
maintained and prices advanced slightly. Continental hops were quoted 
at much higher rates than best English, and Pacifies were selling at 
160* per cwt. and upwards. Yearling and old hops gradually advanced 
in value In December trade was quiet but prices were no lower, the 
remaining stocks being firmly held. The last weekly report of the year 
received from the Board’s market reporter stated: lie present 

“ position of the Borough Hop Market is practically unprecedented. It 
“ may be safely stated that never in the history of the trade has the 
“ supply of English hops on offer at this period been so small. The 
“ factors’ boards are almost bare, and, with few exceptions the stocks 
“ held by merchants are limited, yet there is no demand, and therefore 
“ prices remain nominally at the same level as they have been during 
“ the past five or six weeks 

Prices of Vegetables and Fruit. 

The monthly and seasonal average prices of vegetables and fruit are 
shown in Tables 73 and 75. The seasonal averages have been calculated 
on the same basis as in the two previous years, the rule that all prices 
which were more than twice the minimum returned for first quality 
should he ignored in computing the average being departed from only in 
the case of greengages, Black Hamburgh grapes, Valencia onions, and 
Channel Island and French potatoes. 

It is very difficult to calculate a “ seasonal average for Channel 
Islands and French potatoes, owing to the exceedingly high prices which 
prevail at the commencement of the season and the heavy tali which 
hikes place later. On the whole, however, it appears that lor compara- 
tive purposes a calculation based on four times the minimum may be 
approximately correct. Reports published by the Royal Jersey Agricul- 
tural and Horticultural Society show that, m that island, prices of 
potatoes were about 28*. per ton lower in 1909 than m 1908, the weight 
exported during the season amounting to 62,690 tons, valued at 332,40 5L, 
as compared with 53,100 tons, valued at 356,305 7. in the previous year, 
showing an average price, in Jersey, of 57. 6s. and 67. 14*. per ton m

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1909 and 1908 respectively. The average declared value of potatoes 
imported from tlie Channel Islands in 1909 ivas 8s. 5d. per cw t. . and of 
potatoes imported from France 4s. I 1 d. per cwt. 

The seasonal averages generally show that nearly all vegetables 
made higher prices in 1909 than in 1908. The only cases of lower 
prices in Table 73 are those of cos lettuce, home-grown peas, Canary 
tomatoes, and British potatoes, the last-mentioned being, of course, much 
the most important. The widely grown Up-to-date potatoes averaged, 
for first quality, 56s. per cwt. in 1909 as compared with 78s. 6d. in 1908, a 
decline of 29 per cent. A comparison of the past two seasons’ fruit prices 
(Table 75) indicates that most varieties of British and imported apples 
obtained higher prices in 1909. Cherries, currants, damsons, pears, 
raspberries, and home-grown strawberries were cheaper, and gooseberries, 
particularly, were very plentiful in 1909, the price falling from 18s. 6 d. 
to 7s. 6d. per cwt. for first quality. Plums were less abundant and the 
average price was higher in 1909. Black Hamburgh grapes made higher 
prices, but other kinds were lower. 

The table of seasons shown on pp. 252-3 indicates that some vegetables, 
e a , Brussels sprouts, cabbage, celery, onions, and turnips, reached the 
market slightly earlier in 1909. Others, such as beans, beet, vegetable 
marrow, peas, and potatoes were lai-er. The market season for British 
fruit was generally later than in 1908. 

Imports of Agricultural Produce. 

Statistics of the imports of agricultural products are given in the 
tables included in Section IX. The usual tables of the total imports 
into the United Kingdon for a series of years are included, and are 
followed by details of the imports in 1909 (and in some cases a few 
earlier years) from each country. The latter tables now, for the first 
time, give the particulars according to the actual country of consignment, 
instead of the country of shipment as hitherto. The figures for 1909 
have been supplied, as in previous years, by the Board of Customs and 
Excise, and in those tables where details for each country are given for 
more than one year that department has specially furnished such 
necessary data, as to consignments for years previous to 1909, as have 
not already been published in the supplements to the Annual Statement of 
the Trade of the United Kingdom. A new table has been added giving 
details of the imports of wood and timber from each country. 

Live Stock and Meat. 

■ Reference has already been made to the diminution of the imports of 
live stock in 1909. The receipts of live cattle were 54,000 less from 

the United States and 9,000 less from Canada, representing together about 

414.000 cwts. of beef, but as the importation of fiesli and refrigerated 
beef rose by 529,000 cwts. the deficiency in beef imports as compared 
with 1908 was more than made up. 

The Trade Returns for 1909 for the first time classified separately as 
“ fresh,” “ chilled,” and “ frozen ” the meat imports which previously 
had been described as “ fresh including refrigerated and frozen.” Out of 
the total imports of fresh and refrigerated beef (6,141,000 cwts.), on y 

62.000 cwts. (1 per cent.) were returned as fresh beef ; 2,664,000 cwts. 
(43 per cent.) were chilled beef, of which 831,000 cwts. were from the 
United States, and 1,826,000 cwts. were from Argentina ; and 3,415,000 
cwts. (56 per cent.) were classed as frozen beef, of which 2,382,000 ew s. 
were from Argentina, 409,000 cwts. from Australia, and 454,000 cwts. 
from New Zealand. Argentina was thus responsible for the supply o 
about 4,208,000 cwts. of beef last year, or 637,000 cwts. more than m ly 
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The total consignments of beef from the United States amounted to only 
856 000 ewts., or 591,000 cwts. less than in 1908, and 1,598,000 cwts. less 
than in 1907. The contribution from Australia, however, showed the 
marked increase of nearly 300,000 cwts. on the year. 

The general effect of the year’s changes on the sources of the oversea 
supplies of beef was to increase the proportion of lower-priced beef 
placed on the British market, while the great decline in the receipts of 
live cattle and chilled beef from North America tended to strengthen 
the home market for the better qualities of beef. 

The imports of live sheep, which in 1895 amounted to more than 
1 000,000 head, and have since then steadily diminished, numbered in 
1909 only 8,131 head as compared with 78,900 in the previous year. 
6 583 were consigned from the United States and 1,548 from Canada. 
Of fresh and refrigerated mutton 4,761,000 cwts. were imported, 
constituting a new record. Of 193,000 cwts., classed as fresh mutton, 
practically the whole came from the Netherlands. It constituted, how- 
ever, the smallest shipment from that country since 1895 and was 82,000 
cwts. less than in 1908. Only 469 cwts. were classed as chilled mutton, 
and the remainder (4,568.000 cwts.) was classed as frozen mutton. In 
the last class New Zealand ranked first with 1,978,000 cwts., or 240,000 
cwts. more than in 1908, which has only twice before been slightly 
exceeded, viz., in 1907 and 1903. The supply from Australia was the 
largest vet recorded, totalling 944,000 cwts. Argentina delivered 

1.437.000 cwts., or 119,000 less than in the previous year. 

A diminished importation of every kind of pig-meat occurred in 1909. 
The supply of fresh and refrigerated pork (428,000 cwts.) was the 
smallest amount imported since 1897. The contribution of the United 
States, which in the last decade has ranged from 96,000 ewts. in 19CU to 

349.000 ewts. in 1901, sank last year as low as 7,000 cwts. The 

consignment of 378,000 cwts. from the Netherlands was only 6,000 cwts. 
less than in 1908. Less salt pork was sent from the United States, but 
Denmark sent more. The imports of bacon formed the lowest since 1896, 
and were 1,060,000 cwts. (19 per cent.) lower than in the previous year. 
The United States and Canada together were responsible for 914,000 cwts. 
of the decline. The supply of Danish bacon amounted to 1,810,000 ewts., 
which though 240,000 cwts. less than in 1908, was otherwise the largest 
consignment hitherto sent from that country. A reduction of 96,000 cwts. 
in the total of imported hams was wholly due to decreased shipments 
from the United States. _ ..... 

Summarising our meat supplies during the past six years and dividing 
those which come from foreign countries from those received from 
British Dominions we obtain the following statement, in which the figures 
for live animals represent thousands and those for dead meat thousands 
of cwts. : —

Taking all kinds of dead meat together, the imports in 1904 were 
13 457,000 cwts. from foreign countries and 3,527,000 cwts. from British 
Dominions, while in 1909 the corresponding figures were 14,288,000 cwts. 
and 4,530,000 cwts. respectively. The proportion received from the 
Empire was thus 20 ’8 per cent, in 1904 and 24'1 per cent, in 1909. 


Dairy Produce. 

The total quantity of butter imported in 1909 was 4,063,000 cwts., 
being a decrease of about 150,000 cwts. as compared with 1908.^ The 
deficiency was mainly due to reduced receipts from Denmark, the Nether- 
lands, and Russia, which were only partially made up by increased imports 
from Sweden, France, and New Zealand. 

Imports of margarine were larger by 55,000 cwts. than in 1908, and 
reached 868,000 cwts., of which 819,000 cwts. came from the 
Netherlands. 

The importation of cheese amounted to 2,390,000 cwts., a quantity 
larger than that received in 1908 or 1907, hut lower than the average of 
the past decade. A further increase in consignments from the Nether- 
lands and New Zealand occurred. Supplies from Canada showed some 
recovery, but those from the United States continued to diminish, falling 
from 138,000 cwts. to 55,000 cwts. The importation of fresh whole milk 
practically ceased in 1909, only 21 cwts. being received as against 
953 cwts. in 1908. The total quantity of cream imported (6,837 cwts.) 
was almost the same as in 1908, receipts from France increasing to 
5,876 cwts., but those from Norway aud the Netherlands falling oft. 
The imports of separated milk (2,921 cwts.), practically the whole of 
which was from France, arrived chiefly in February, March, November, 
and December, and were 800 cwts. less than in 1908, but 200 cwts. more 
than in 1907. About three-quarters of the separated milk was described 
as machine-skimmed.

There was thus a general increase as compared with 1908 in all kinds 
of corn. The quantity of wheat received in 1909 was slightly below 
the average of the preceding five years. Of the total, 97,854,000 cwts. 
were imported as grain, and some notable changes in the sources o 
supply occurred. Consignments from Russia rose from 5,147,000 cw.s. 
to 17,845,000 cwts. ; those from India from 2,949,000 cwts. to 

14.633.000 cwts. ; those from Australia from .5,518,000 cwts. to 

9.700.000 cwts. Canadian supplies are not subject to such vio en 
fluctuation but have maintained steady upward- -progress, reaching m 
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1909 16,616,000 owts., an addition of 819,000 cwts. to the total received 
in 1908.' Against these increases must he set off some large decreases ; 
the United States supply falling from 25,7 69,000 cwts. to 1 5,504,000 cwts. ; 
and that from Argentina falling from 31,691,000 cwts. to 20,038,000 cwts. 
The importation of wheat flour has of late years fallen off. In 190y 
11 053 000 owts. were received. The average for the period 1904 to 
1908 was 13,427,000 cwts. and for the period 1899-1903 21,412,000 owts. 
In 1909 the consignments from the United States declined by over 
3 000,000 cwts. as compared with those of 1908, hut increased imports 
from Canada, Germany, France, and Australia partially supplied tue

About 5 or 6 per cent, is necessarily reserved each 
year for seed, and in average seasons from 10'to 12 per cent, more is

Increased imports of barley in 1909 came mainly from Russia, 
Roumania, and the United States, but the supply from Turkey was less 
than in the previous year. 
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The consignments of Russian oats increased by 3,393,000 cwts. 

("86 per cent.). Supplies from Turkey also increased, but those from j 

Germany declined by 44 per cent. 

The consignments of maize, though greater than in 1908, were still 
well below the average (47,400,000 cwts.) of the five years 1903-1907. 
Argentina accounted for over 4 million cwts. of the year’s increase 
shown above. Receipts from the United States and Roumania were 
slightly larger, but those from Russia were 5 per cent. less. 

The most striking feature in the imports of beans is a supply of 
1,475,470 cwts. of soya beans from China out of the total receipt of 
2*171,230 cwts. In i908 the exports to the United Kingdom from this 
new source of supply amounted to 178,000 cwts. The average value of 
the beans received from China iu 1909 was 6s. 9 d. per cwt. Apart from 
these soya beans, the imports of ordinary beans were upon much the 
same scale as in previous years. 

Substantial shipments of peas from India (218,000 cwts.) were once 
more received after the practical cessation of the trade in 1908. 
.Supplies from Canada fell from 243,000 cwts. to 85,000 cwts. 

Wool. 

The total quantity of sheep, lamb, and alpaca wool imported in 1909 
amounted to 809,000,000 lbs., exceeding the total of the previous year 
by 85,000,000 lbs. The importation in 1909 is the highest ever 
recorded, the previous highest being that of 1895, when 775,000,000 lbs. 
were received. The total quantity re-exported in 1909 was 391,000,000 
lbs., so that the supply retained for home consumption .amounted to 

418.000. 000 lbs., a quantity which was exceeded as recently as 1907, 
when the net imports amounted to 451,000,000 lbs. Except for 1907, 
t)ie net imports were the largest on record. 

Of the gross imports of 1909, about 666,000,000 lbs. (82 per cent.) 
came from the British Empire, an increase of 67,000,000 lbs. on 
the previous year. The countries of South America sent about the 
same quantity as in 1908, but Russia, Belgium, France, and Turkey 
increased their consignments. Of the British Dominions, Australia sent 

313.000. 000 lbs., or 8,000,000 lbs. less than in 1908. The receipts 
from each of South Africa, India, and New Zealand were the largest yet 
recorded. 


Fruit , Vegetables , and Hops. 

Tables of the imports of raw fruit and vegetables are given on pp. 300-1 
and 334-6. The supplies of potatoes amounted to 4,281,000 cwts. in 
1909, but were much smaller than in the two preceding years. Channel 
Islands shipments increased by 21 per cent., but those from France and 
other countries declined by 52 per cent, on the year. The imports of 
onions (7,471,000 bushels) were the lowest since 1901, but the annual 
variation in the supply is not very great. Of fruit imports, more 
plentiful supplies of apricots and peaches, cherries, currants, pears, and 
plums were received, but apples, gooseberries, and grapes arrived in 
smaller quantities. 

The quantity of hops consigned from abroad in 1909 was 141,000 
cwts., as compared with 280,000 cwts. iu 1908 and 202,000 cwts. in 
1907.' Of the 1909 imports only 78,000 cwts. were sent from the United 
States, as against 191,000 cwts. in 1908, which was, however, a year of 
somewhat exceptional importation from that country. 
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Wood and Timber. 

The total quantities and values of the chief kinds of wood and 
timber imported during the past six years are shown m Table 112, and 
the quantities of unmanufactured timber received from each country since 
1905 are shown in a new table (142) on pp. 338-341. Unmanufactured 
timberds divided into the four categories : — (1) hewn, (2) sawn or split, 
131 staves, and (4) furniture woods and hardwood, and the total value ot 
the timber in these categories in 1909 was over 23,000,000/. In 1906 
the value exceeded 27,000,000/. The principal item in this total is that 
of sawn or split wood, the imports of which last year amounted to over 
5 700 000 loads valued at nearly 15,500,000/., consisting mainly of nr from 
Russia, Sweden, Canada, the United States, and Norway. The imports 
of hewn wood and timber amounted, in 1909, to more than 3,400,000 
loads of the' value of nearly 5,800,000/., of which two-thirds were pit 
wood or props largely from Russia and France. About two-thirds of the 
oak imported was from the United States. The total value of the 
imports of manufactures of wood shown in Table 112 was about 
2,000,000/. sterling annually. 


Exports of Live Stock. 


The exports of British and Irish live stock in 1909 show some 
improvement on the previous year, but were considerably less than in
